The belief in the constancy of the 
magnetic compass to the North Polo 
has not the least foundation in fact.

In 
London, for instance, it points to a 
place about 17 degrees west of north. 

Seventy-six years ago it was still 
further away, being then 24 ] 4 degrees, 
or a quarter of the way around to the 
west. In the year 1580 it pointed 11 
degTCca east. Then it begtfci to move 
north till 1659, when It pointed due 
north. But It remained thus only far 
a m'omont, passing around to Its great- 
est deflection in one hundred and six- 
ty years. 

Again It turned In 1820, and Is still 
moving nearer tho north. It will not 
reach that point for nearly a century 
and a half," and so It will go on back, 
ward and forward forever.

agent, and Martin Daugberty, a tele- 
graph operator, were In the Btntlon when 
the men pointed a revolver tti rough the 
lattice work and demanded the money In 
tha drawer. Latlirop reut-lied for n re-
